Mr. Speaker, 


Matters contained in the Petition of John O Donnell, 


John Bouchier, Gentleman of the County of Clare, and others, 
have met purſuant to Order, and enquired into the Matters to 
them referred, and have Ge that Purpoſe, examined ſeveral 
Perſons in the moſt ſolemn Manner, purſuant to the Power 
veſted in them by the Houſe, and have ordered me to Report 


the whole Matter, as it appeared to them, with their Opiglon 


thereupon to the Houſe. 


YOUR Committee find that the Corporation of the City of 
Lamerick, conſiſts of a Mayor, Sheriffs and Citizens, and that 


they 
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-OU R Committee appointed to examine into the 


of the City of Limerick, Freeman, and others, and of 
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they have a very conſiderable Eſtate in Lands, belonging to 
them, but though your Committee, have made all the Enqui- 
ry in their Power, they have not been able to get any of the 
Title Deeds relative to ſaid Eſtate ; or to trace out the Title 
to the ſame, ſave as herein after mentioned: Your Committee 
have inſpected the ſeveral Royal Charters granted to the ſaid 

City, and find therein, grants of all Waſte Grounds within 

the Precincts of the ſaid City, to the Mayor, Sheriffs and Citi- 
zens, and their Sugceſſors, and your Committee preſume. that 
a conſiderable Part of faid Eſtate, conſiſts of Grounds that 
were formerly Waſte ; your Committee have likewiſe inſpec- 


ted the ſeveral Leaſes of the different Parts of the ſaid Eſtate, 


and find that in all the ſaid Leaſes, the Mayor, Sheriffs and 


Citizens, are mentioned to Demiſe, and the Rents are thereby 


_ reſerved to them and their Succeſſors; your Committee likewiſe 
find Queen Elizabeth, by her Royal Charter, bearing Date 
the Nincteenth of May, in the Twenty Fifth Year of her 


Reign, granted to the ſaid Corporation, the Salmon Wier and 


the Ifland of Inniſcattery in the River Shannon, and alſo the 

little Cuſtoms called Ingate and Outgate Cuſtoms ; your Com- 
mittee find, that the Common Council, of the ſaid City, con- 
fiſts of the Mayor, Sheriffs, Aldermen and Burgeſſes, but no 
mention whatſoever is made of ſaid Body, in any of the 


Charters of ſaid City; your Committee cannot find that 


there is any Clauſe in any of the ſaid Charters, or Wy 
 Bye-Law, which impowers the ſaid Common Council, to 
diſpoſe of the Eſtate or Revenue of the aid ita re 
on, or of any Part thereof, but your Committee find ſeve- 
ral Entries in the Common Council Books, by which it ap- 
_ pears, that the Common Council did at different Times, diſ- 
poſe of Part of the Revenue of the ſaid Corporation, and 
made Leaſes of ſome Parts of the ſaid Eſtate ; ; your Commit- 
tee find, that by the Charter of King John, granted to the 


ſaid City, as the ſame is recited in the Charter of Queen Eliaa- 


beth, to the ſaid City, it is mentioned, that the Citizens of the 


City of Limerick, ſhall hold all the Tenures to the ſaid City ” 


belonging, to be diſpoſed of at their Will, by the common 
Aſſent of the ſaid Citizens; and your eee beg find by all the 
Entries in the Books of the Corporation, that the Tolls of the 
Gates and Markets have been conſtantly ſet up to public Cant 
yearly ret the laſt Year) i in the Court of D'oyer Hundrod

mittee likewiſe find 6 ſeveral Entries in the Corporation Books, 
that ſeveral Parts of the Corporation Eſtate have been likewiſe | 
| ſet up to Cant in the Court of Doyer Hundred, to be let. 
Your Committee find in one of the Council Books, an Entry 
dated the Twentieth Day of Auguſt, One Thouſand Seven 
Hundred and Twenty Eight, in the Words following, A 
Motion being made, and the Queſtion put, that all Leaſes 
© hereafter to be made by this Corporation, of any Lands, 
© Terements, or Hereditaments belonging to them, be firſt 
= propounded to the Court of D'oyer Hundred, for their Al- 
* ſent thereunto, before ſuch Leaſes be perfected; the ſame 
« paſſed in the Affirmative, Nemine Contradicente” ; Your 
Committee likewiſe find another Entry in the ſaid Book, dated 
the Seventh Day of OFober, One Thouſand Seven Hundred 
and Twenty Eight, by which it appears, that the Court of 
 D'oyer Hundred, confirmed an Order made by the Council for 
granting a Leaſe of part of ſaid Eſtate, to Alderman Randal 
Holland; your Committee likewiſe find an Entry in the ſaid 
Book, Gated the Twenty Sixth of May, One Thouſand Seven 
| Hundred and Twenty Seven, wherein it is recited, that the 
former Mayor taking Advantage of the Abſence of ſeveral of the 
Members of the Common Council, and in order to diſpoſe of 
the Revenues of the City, in an unwarrantable and unuſual 
Manner, did pretend to elect ſeveral Members into the ſaid fl 
Common Council, and without the Approbation of the Citi- — WK 
Zens, to whom it of Right belongs to give their Aſſent to ſuch . nl 
l Elections, and it was thereby declared, that ſuch Elections are 1 
Void, and the ſaid Perſons ſo elected are thereby removed, and ON 
it was thereby ordered, that the ſaid Reſolution be preſented | 
and propoſed to the next General Aſſembly of the Citizens for 
their Approbation; your Committee find, that on the ſame 
Day, feveral Perſons were elected into the Common Council, 
and ordered to be propoſed to the Court of D'oyer Hundred 
for their Approbation, and your Committee find, that on the 
Firſt of June, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Twenty 
Seven, the ſaid ſeveral Orders and Reſolutions were Aſſented 
to, approved of, and confirmed in the Court of D'oyer Hun- DEN 
dred, and that on the Sixth of June, One Thouſand Seven 
Hundred and Twenty Seven, the ſaid ſeveral Perſons 
ſo elected and approved of, were admitted into and Sworn 
Members of the ſaid Common Council; your Commit- 
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F BI 
tee find, that John Wight, Charles Smyth, Eſquire, dl 
George Sexton, were three of the Perſons ſo elected and 
admitted into the ſaid Common Council, and that they have 
ever ſince enjoyed and exerciſed the Rights and Privileges of 
Members of the ſaid Common Council; your Committee 
find, that on the Twenty-third of June, One Thouſand Seven 
Hundred and Twenty- even, ſeveral Sums were ordered in 
Common Council to be paid to ſeveral Perſons, out of the Ci- 
ty Revenue, and that ſaid Orders ſhould be propoſed to the 
next General Aſſembly for their Aſſent, and that the ſame were 
accordingly on the Ninth of October, One Thouſand Seven 
Hundred and Twenty-ſeven, propoſed to and confirmed in the 
Court of D'Oyer Hundred ; your Committee find the like Or- 
ders made for Payment of Money on the Second of May, 
One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Twenty-eight, and alſo 
an Order of the ſame Date, that each Mayor, for the future, 
ſhould have 250 J. Salary, and no more; your Committee 
find, by an Entry in the ſaid Corporation Books, that on the 
Twenty-ſecond Day of December, One Thouſand Seven Hun- 
dred and Thirty, ſeveral Complaints being made of ſeveral 
Members of the Council, upon Account of ſeveral large Sums 
being ordered on the Twentieth of January, One Thouſand 
Seven Hundred and Twenty- nine, to be paid to them, and 
ſeveral of the ſaid Members having agreed to forego the ſaid 
Sums, and ſubſcribed a Writing to that Effect, it was ordered 
=. by the ſaid Council that ſuch Perſons as refuſe or neglect to 
Sign by the next Council an Order to that Effect, that then it 
5 propoſed to the Court of D'Oyer Hundred for their Aſſent; 
your Committee find, that on the Sixth Day of March, One 
Thouſand Seven Hundred and Forty-ſix, the faid Common 
Council took upon them to demiſe ſeveral conſiderable Parts of 
the Eſtate belonging to the Corporation, to ſeveral Members 
of the ſaid Common Council for the Term of Nine Hundred 
and Ninety-nine Years at ſmall Rents, and likewiſe that the 
ſaid Common Council did on the Seventh Day of May, One 
Thouſand Seven Hundred and Forty-ſeven, take upon them 
to demiſe ſeveral other Parts of the ſaid Eſtate for Terms of 
Nine Hundred and Ninety-nine Years, to Members of the ſaid 
Common Council at ſmall Rents ; your Committee find, that 
the ſaid Common Council did on the Ninth Day of September, 
One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Forty-eight, take upon 


them to grant a Fce-farm Leale of a very conliderable Part of

the ſaid Corporation Eſtate to a Member of the ſaid Common 
Council, at the yearly Rent of 8 J. 10s. Your Committee 
find, that the ſaid Common Council did on the Tenth Day of 
October, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Forty-cight, ks 


upon them to demiſe the greateſt Patt of the ſaid Corporation 
Eſtate to ſeveral Members of the ſaid Common Council, for 


Terms of Nine Hundred and Ninety-nine Years at trifling Rents; Y 
and your Committee find that on the fame Tenth "Day of 


 Oftober, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Forty-eight, "Us 


ſaid Leaſes were confirmed in a Court of D'Oyer Hundred, 


but your Committee do not find that any Notice whatſoever 
Was given of holding the ſaid Court, but the ſaid Day is men- 
tioned in the ſaid Council Book to be the Second Monday of 
the Court of D'Oyer Hundred; your Committee likewiſe find 
that the ſaid Common Council have for ſeveral Years paſt, 


taken upon themſelves to diſpoſe of the Revenues of the faid 


City amongſt themſelves, without permitting the Citizens in an) 


Sort, to interfere therein; your Committee find, that Mr. 
” John Vincent, Burgeſs, was appointed Gander of the Ci- 
ty, by the Common Council, on the Twenty ſixth Day of 
December, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Forty, and 
that he has been continued in the ſaid Office, by the ſaid Com- 
mon Council, ever ſince; and the ſaid John es laid before 
your Committee ſeveral Rene of the Lands belonging to 
the Corporation, and the Accounts of the Revenues of the ſaid 


Corporation for Twenty-one Years paſt, and being examined, 


he ſayed, that the ſaid Accounts were true and juſt, and that 


the id Rent+rolls, as he believed, contained the whole Eſtate 
of the Corporation, that he did not know any Thing of the 
Value of the ſame, that he received ſome Parts of the Rents 


of the ſaid Fate, but that a conſiderable Part of the fame he 
did not receive, that he had ſet forth in the ſaid Accounts, all 
the Sums he had received for Rent and the Arrears due, that 


at the Time the new Leaſes were granted, there were conſi— 
derable Arrears due from the Tenants, and that he was told 
and believed that the new Leaſes were a Diſcharge of the ſaid 


Arrear, and that he then took no farther Account of it, that 


the Arrear then due was conſiderable, an Account of which 


he delivered to the Committee, that he never received any 

Orders from any Part of the Corporation to remit ſaid Arrear, 
that during the Time he was Chamberlain (which was Twen 
iy: one Tears) he never received above F orty-two Pounds from 


Alder- 
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Alderman Migbt, that the Part of the Corporation Eſtate de- 
miſed to Alderman. Wight, was as he heard a Grant from the 
Earls of Thomond, for keeping Parteen Cauſeway in Repair, 
that he once repaired that Road about two or three Vears ago 
with the Corporation Money, that he did not think the pre- 
ſent Rent reſerved upon the Leaſe to Alderman Wight ſuffici- 
ent to keep ſaid Road in Repair, that he believed the real Va- 
lue of ſaid Lands would be ſufficient to keep the ſame in Re- 
pair, that the ſaid Alderman Migbt was One Hundred and 
Forty Eight Pounds Seven Shillings and Six-pence Halfpenny, 
in Arrear at the Time of making the new Leaſe to him; that 
the ſaid Arrear and the old Rent would have been ſufficicnt to 
have kept the ſaid Road in Repair, and he ſaid he believed that 
the Value of the old Leaſe was more than the ſaid Arrear. 


The ſaid John Vincent being examined by your Committee, 
on another Day ſayed, he had lodged with the Clerk of the 
Houſe, all the original Accounts with the Corporation, ſince 
the Time of his coming into Office, that he was almoſt ſure 
he paid the ſeveral Sums for which he had taken Credit in 
| the ſaid Accounts, that he alſo paid ſeveral other Sums menti- 
oned in a Paper which he delivered in to your Committee, and 
| he fayed, that ſome of the Sums mentioned in the ſaid Paper, 
are included in the ſaid other Accounts which he had before 
delivered in to the Clerk; that he believed he paid ſeveral of 
the Sums for which he has taken Credit in the ſaid Accounts, 

without any Orders of the Council, for the Purpoſe, as for 
repairing. the Alms Houte and the Church, and for other 
Work done for the Corporation; that he believed he had 
paid ſome Sums of Moncy by the Order of Arthur Roche on- 
ly, when faid Roche was not Mayor; that whenever ſaid Roche 
made an Order on him to pay Money, he promited to get the 
Orders of Council to confirm it; that he did not think he ever 
got an Order of Council to confirm any of ſaid Pay- 
ments, and that he believed he had charged himſelf in ſaid Ac- 
counts, with every Sum of Money: he received for the uſe of 
the Corporation, but being further examined by your Commit- 
tee, he ſayed, that he had charged himſelf in ſaid Accounts, 
only with the Sums he received till the Year, One "Thouſand 
Seven Hundred and Forty Nine, but that ſince that Lime, 
he had not charged himſelf with any of the Sums he had re- 
ceived on account of Rent, and ſayed, he had no account.

Tout Committee proceeded in the further Examination of 


the ſaid John Vincent, but finding him extremely confuſed in 
bis Anſwers, and ſeeing him in a bad State of Health, your 


Committee thought proper to give him time till the next Day, 
to recollect himſelf, but your Committee is informed, that he 


is in a very bad State of Health, and unable to attend your 

Committee, by which Means your Committee was prevented 
from receiving any further Information from him; but your 
Committee beg Leave to obſerve, that the ſaid Accounts and 
Rent-rolls ſo lodged by the faid John Vincent with the Clerk, 
appear to your Committee, to be freſh and lately wrote, moſt- 
ly with the ſame Ink, and by the ſame Hands, ſo that there is 


ſtrong Reaſon to ſuſpect, her the ſame are not original Ac- 
counts, bat lately made up for the Purpoſe. Though the faid 
Fobn Vincent in his Examination, declared he had lodged all 
his original Accounts with the Corporation, purſuant to the Or- 
der of the Houſe for that Purpoſe with the Clerk of the 


Houſe. 


Richard Maunſell, Eſquire, the Younger, belng examined, 


ſay'd, he had been a Burgeſs of the ſaid Corporation, ſince the 


Yr One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Forty Four, that he 
is very converſant with the Affairs of the City, and has made 


it his Buſineſs to ſtudy the Conſtitution of it, that he general- 


ly attended the Council, and does not remember that any ac- 
count was ever ſettled between the Common Council and the 
Chamberlain, that he believed no account was ever ſettled be- 

| tween them, that the Common Council in general, was not 
at all informed of the State of the Accounts, and that but very 

few of them knew any thing of the State of the Revenue, or 

50 Accounts, that he believed the principal Perſon acquainted 

with them, was Arthur Roche, and à few of his particular 


Acquaintance ; he ſay'd, he was a Common Council Man, 
when 2000 J. was raiſed upon a Mortgage of the Salmon Wier; 
that he is confident, ſaid Sum never was accounted for in the 
Court of D'oyer Hundred, and cannot recollect it ever was ac- 
counted for in Council, but that he heard ſome time ago that 


it was; that he has heard great Complaints made for ſeveral 
ah paſt, of Abuſes committed in the Collection of the

Tolls at the Gates, and in the Markets of the City. That 
the Streets and Back Lanes of the City have been kept in 
a very bad Condition for Six Years paſt, until very lately, moſt 
Parts of the ſame being covered with Dirt and Dung; that the 
Scavengers do not do their Duty, nor have they ſince his Me- 
mory ; that he believed, the Scavengers Salaries are full ſoffi- 
cient to keep the whole City very clean; that there are many 
Frauds committed by the Butchers in the Markets; that he 
believed they might 8 prevented, if the Magiſtrates did their 
Duty; that the preſent Mayor is very active inhis Duty, much 
more than the former Mayors ; that no Aſſize of Bread was 
siven out in the laſt Vear exoept Once or Twice. 


Vour Committee find in the ſaid Corporation Books, an 
Entry of an Order, bearing Date the Nineteenth of May, 
One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Forty Nine, made by the 
Council, for raiſing a Sum of 2000 J. upon a Mortgage of the 
Salmon Wier, to be paid to Arthur Roche, to diſcharge ſeve- 
ral Debts due by the Corporation, and that the like Order was 
made on the Ninth Day of October, One Thouſand Seven 
Hundred and Forty Nine, in Council, and confirmed on the 
fame Day, by the Court of Doyer Hundred. e ee wee 


Robert Hallam, Town Clerk, being nie *y Yd, he 
had been Town Clerk five Vears paſt, that the uſual Method 
of making Entries of the Acts of the Council, is to write 
down upon a Sheet of Paper, the Names of the Members of 
the Council, and to make a Mark at the Names of thoſe pre- 
ſent, to enter the Day, Month, and Year, and then to take 
| ſhort Notes of every Order that is conceived, if Petitions or 
Accounts are brought in: The uſual Way is to make an En- 
try on the back of each, how the ſame is diſpoſed of, and in 
a Day or two afterwards, he generally entered the full Senſe of 
the Minutes ſo taken, at large in a Book 2 0 for the Fur- 
Poſe. 


' Your Committee find, that there is an Entry in the ſaid 
Corporation Books, dated the Twenty Second of September, 
One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Fifty, importing, that Ar- 
thur Roche, Eſquire, having produced an Account concerning 
the Application of the 2000 J. which he received from the Re- 
nerend Richard Maunjell, for the ule of the Corporation, it

as ordered that the ſaid Account be referred to the Conſidera- 
tion of the Committee, and your Committee find an Entry in 
the ſaid Corporation Book, dated the Seventeenth of September 
One Thouſand Seven hundred and F ifty One, wherein it is re- 
cited, that a Committee of the Common Council had been 
appointed by the Common Council in Common Coun— 
ci] aſſembled, to examine and State the Account of the Corpo- 
ration of the City, and that they had Reported by their Chair- 

man, under their Hands and Seals, that they had carefully 
and ſtrictly examined an Account ſupplied to them by the i 
Arthur Roche, concerning the Application of the ſaid Sum of 
2000 J. and the manner in which he applied the fame, and 
the Perſons or Creditors to whom he paid the ſame (which 
account is therein mentioned to have been annexed to the ſaid 
Report, and to have been read in Common Council) and that 
it did appear to them, that the ſaid Arthur Roche had fairly, 


ſtrictly and juſtly, applied the ſaid Sum of 2000 J. in diſ- 
charge of the Debts due of the ſaid Corporation, it was there- 


fore Reſolved and Ordered, that the ſaid Report and Account 
be confirmed, and that the ſaid Arthur Roche, his Executors, 
and Adminiſtrators, be acquitted and diſcharged, from all man- 
ner of Suits, Claims, and Accounts, concerning the ſame, ot 
the Apolication thereof, and it was alſo ordered, that the Sum 


of 10l. 45s. 4ds. Ballance due tothe ſaid Arthur Roche, on ſaid 
Account, ould be forthwith paid to him. 


The faid Rebert Hells. being farther examined, fay'd, he 
never had in his Cuſtody, the Report mentioned in the above 
Order, that Arthur Roche was Town Clerk, at the Time the 
Order was made, that he has been Town Clerk ever ſince the 
faid Arthur Roche quitted the ſaid Office, that all the Papers 
and Books of the Corporation, which he now has, were deli- 
vered to him by ſaid Arthur Roche, that it is not uſual to keep 
or preſerve 8 Accounts, that he made diligent Search in his 
Office, and could not find ſaid Report or Account. That he 
never ſaw any Receipt for any Part of ſaid Sum, or any Recon- 
veyance of the Mortgages mentioned in the ſaid Order, he al- 
ſo ſay'd, he bought the Office of Town Clerk for about 500 J. 
from Arthur Roche, 


| Alderman Richard Maunel, being examined, laid he id 
not remember that the ſaid 2000 J. had ever been accoun- 


ted

ted for in Council, or that the Chamberlain ever laid any ac- 
count before the Council, that on the Firſt Day of May, One 
Thouſand Seven Hundred and Fifty, 56 5“. 135. 44. ces of 
faid 2000). was paid to him by the Reverend Richard Maunſell 
for the uſe of Judge Haſſett, to whom he paid ſame, and 
believed ſome Hundreds were paid by the faid Reverend 
Richard Maunſell, to the Biſhop of Limerick. 


The Reverend Richard Maunſell being examined, ſay'd, he 
took upon the back of ſaid Deed of Mortgage, Arthur Roche's 
Receipt for 20000. the Mortgage Money, but that he did not pay 
the whole Money to him, that he took a Memorandum in 
writing of the Payments he made, and produced the ſame to 
your Committee, by which it appeared, that Arthur Roche had 
received no more of ſaid Sum, than 6977/. 1 C8. 2d. that Mr. 

Haſſet received 565/. 13s. 44. The Biſhop of Limerick 
512/. The Executors of Exham 175). 65. 6d. and Mr. as 

denham for a Gate Bond 49). 55. 9d. 


Alderman Arthur Roche produced to your Eames, an 
Account of the application of the ſaid Sum of 2000. which he 
ſay'd was the Account lay'd before the Council, and appeared 
to Ho Signed but not Sealed by ſeveral Members of the Coun- 
cil, and your Committee beg leave to obſerve that the ſaid
